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O’Brien Sets World Mark 


Fresno, Calif., May 9— Parry O'Brien climaxed his 
relentless pursuit of shot put glory here in the West Coast 
Relays, sending Jim Fuchs' world-record 58'104" into discard 
with a mighty 59' 3/4". 

Other athletes were outstanding (Jack Davis ran two 
flights of hurdles in 13.6 with a wind only slightly above 
the limit, and Cy Young threw the javelin 241'10" to beat 
Bud Held by only two inches), the meet was especially well 
organized, USC won the team title, and 13,000 spectators had 
dust in their eyes, but the international headlines were 
made by the Olympic champion, O'Brien. 

O'Brien's concentration was extreme. As he poised 
his 6'22", 225-pound body in the ring, the band started play 
ing the national anthem, but he probably did not hear. 
Bending low over his right knee, which was pointed in exact- 
ly the opposite direction from his put, he shoved his body a 
foot and a half across the ring, landing in the same posi« 
tion. Then, with the fluid movement of a General Patton 
tank, he uncoiled, sending the shot off his fingers ina 
long arc which appeared silver under the lights. Then 
O'Brien, usually a stoic package of concentrated explosive, 
danced up and down happily until he realized he was supposed 
to stand at attention for the music. 

The reeord put came on his fourth trial. Before 
that, O'Brien had used a unique system to combat the chilly 
wind, For his first toss of a flight he wore two sweat 
suits. As a starter, he put 57'S%, soon followed by 58'4 9/4 
without sweat clothes. On his second flight he reached a 
bare 55' in sweats, then stripped for his long toss. He had 
one "poor" put later, then waived his last two. Between 
puts he moved around constantly, keeping warm ... and 
concentrating. 

Biggest surprise of the meet was the 100, stolen by 
Les Laing in 9.5, although a great discus throw by Leon 
Patterson of the USC Frosh rivalled Laing's surprise. 
Patterson started out like a rank novice until he talked, or 
listened to Coach Mortensen. Then he slowed down his start 
and cut the rubber discus across the wind, down the left 
side, for 166'1l1 3/8", two feet better than Sim Iness' mark 
as a freshman, but two feet short of Byrl Thompson's record. 
World record holder Fortune Gordien, inspired by his bride 
of a few weeks, came back on his last throw to win (169'43"), 

Bob Mathias had a busy night, figuring in two

Five Marks Fall at L. A.

Los Angeles Coliseum, May 15— Although the Coli- 
seum Relays provided the biggest names of any meet in the 
world this year to date, 36,000 spectators went home dis- 
appointed. A cold night, a slow track, illness of Manhat- 
tan's great sprinters, and poor condition of some champions 
accounted for the lack of world records and exciting races. 

Five meet records were broken: (1) Mal Whitfield 
received surprising competition in a 1:49.6 880; (2) Denis 
Johansson won a lonely mile victory in 4:08.6 when his 
competition collapsed; (3) J.W. Mashburn ran a great 46.8 
440; (4) Bob Richards vaulted 15' 9/16", his second best 
ever and his fifth over 15 feet, outdoors; and (5) Parry 
O'Brien put the shot 58'1 7/8" which, with a 172'9" discus 
throw, became the best shot-discus double in history. 

100- Andy Stanfield came off his blocks running, 
loafed a Tittle in the middle, absent-mindedly, and breezed 
on through the tape in 9.7, a full yard of fast finishing 
Rod Richard (9.8), who nipped Art Bragg and’ Joe 'Sohatzle, 
each 9.8, by one foot. AAU champ Dean Smith, inelligible 
at Texas, was a yard back of Richard, timed in 10.0. Some- 
how, USC's Joe Graffio, a good five feet back of Smith, was 
also clocked in 10.0. Herb Turner trailed Graffio by two 
feet. Lindy Remigino was forced to withdraw. Asked for his 
explanation of the slow time, Stanfield offered: "This track 
isn't the same as the Helsinki track. That track was light- 
ning. At Helsinki, when my spikes came out of the track 
they left only the spike holes, but here they dig out a 
whole gob of clay." In discussing the track, which was 
supposed to be an exact copy of the Helsinki Olympic track, 
Stanfield added, “They must have too much clay". At any

Red Barnes Vaults 14’8” 


Modesto, Calif., May 16--A newcomer shared honors with 
one of the great standbys of American track in the California 
relays tonight. 

The boy that sent 7000 fans home talking about him was 
Red Fred Barnes, the upcoming Fresno State vault star. Con- 
tinuing his rocket climb towards stardom, Barnes vaulted 1! 
8", He tied Bob "Old Fait:ful” Richards and moved into a 
tie for fifth on the all time collegiate vault list, 

Coached by Connie Warmerdam (and head coach Flint Hanner) 
Barnes is tabbed by Warmerdam as the coming champ. He has 
upped his personal best a foot and 3/8ths of an inch this 
year, so who is to doubt Warmerdam's analysis? 

The old-timer was Mal Whitfield. In a billed attempt 
on the world 880 mark’ Whitfield just held off an improved 
Hal Butler for a 1:53.0 triumph. But he came back later to 
challenge Ben Eastman's American 600 yard record, Clipping 
off the 40 in 48.6, Whitfield missed by a tenth, doing 69.3.

1:51.6. Lang Stanley (1:53.4) and Jack Sage (1:54.2) 
completed the finishers. 

Mile- "The Miracle Mile" was pretty close to 
being a complete flop. Only Finland's ex-Purdue miler Denis 
Johansson saved it. First, Len Truex scratched, retired for 
the year. Next, after Johansson took the lead at the quart- 
er in 63.4 followed by the whole pack, Charley Capozzoli 
grabbed a stitch in his side, slowed down and dropped out 
short of two laps. (Later, he said, - was sorry to have to 
drop out tonight. I was feeling goods") Johansson crossed 
the halfway mark in 2:07.3 followed by Fred Dwyer, No. 1 man 
indoors this year, Art Garcia, Russ Bonham, and Bob McMillen 
Johansson immediately picked up the pace, leaving all his 
competition behind. Bob McMillen made a move on the back 
stretch, going into second place, and for a moment he looked 
like the McMillen of 1952. But his training _ oe mostly 
lo stuff in infantry boots, and he gave up e chase.

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3:53 Mile is Possible 


by Percy W. Cerutty 
(Reprinted from "The Scots Athlete" of April, 1953) 

When I maintained two years ago that 3:53 should be 
considered a normal attainment for running the mile my state- 
ment was received in incredible and, to say the least, rath- 
er stony silence. The pundits openly discredited my state- 
ment and deemed me at least partly mad. That an unknown 
youth after two years of special conditioning should improve 
his mile running time by 30 seconds by moving from 4:32 to 
4:02 does not surprise me. I had long claimed that another 
young man, an Australian named Don Macmillan, now residing 
in London, had the physical potentiality and much of the 
necessary conditioning to run the 4 min. mile. That this 
young man could not be intellectually convinced on this 
point and therefore was stultified in his running is still 
my considered opinion. I have since said that any times 
Landy can run Macmillan has the potential, physically, to 
run faster. I go so far as to say that if England's own 
Roger Bannister could bring himself to believe that he could 
be conditioned, and believed it worthwhile to be conditioned, 
what HE could do to the mile record would be anyone's guess. 
What then is required to bring men up to this level of per- 
formance. Firstly, he must be, our embryo 4 minute miler, 
one who has a better than average natural endowment. This 
does not mean anything more than being in the top 10 or 20 
percent, Other things being equal. I do not mean world 
percentage, but as achieved in the locality of the early 
performances. In other words just a somewhat better than 
average. Not even Zatopek, Nurmi, McKenley and lots more 
can claim any more, while Landy, Perry and others can hardly 
claim as much. 

BUT - and this is a big BUT - on top of this must 
be grafted, or aroused, a determination to get to the top 
cost what it may. This determination takes actuality in do- 
ing something hardly less than double the effort in training 
that most recognised authorities deem sufficient. All first 
class men tend to do MORE than their coaches demand of them. 
This has been the case, in my experience with both John Lan- 
dy and Leslie Perry. Both of these athletes have MADE them- 
selves. My part has largely been that of telling them what 
can be done and the best way of doing it. In the beginning, 
it cannot but be emphasised, neither had anything special to 
distinguish them from 20 others in their native state of 
Victoria. 

All this, our impatient reader will say, is all 
very well. But how DO we go about improving our mile times 
in a markedly or phenomenal manner? Here it is: Be recon- 
ciled to train viciously, that is with ferocity, that re- 
quires a physical effort up to double that which most ath- 
letes put into their work. Train in this manner for at 
least one hour to two hours daily. This will entail running 
lots, up to 20 quarter miles, each of which will be faster 
than a minute, many will be as low as 53 seconds. In lots 
of the training sessions hard running at full racing speeds 
will be done to 660 yards. Rest by jogging a lap then into 
it again. Do this for one or two hours. If it is found 


that the athlete is too weak to do these things, let him 
then abandon his racing conditioning and go to the hills, 
the sand track or the bog lands and do steady running up to 
10 miles every day of his life for at least 6 months. 

I must interpolate here that our coming champion 
MUST be one of those who run OVER THE GROUND, not one of 
those who run ponderously or heavily upon it. There is a 
distinction here that is not too readily observable much 
less taught. Coaches who cannot themselves run in this 
manner and demonstrate it can never produce first class 
runners. They may have them thrust upon them. 

On top of this heroic training routine our hopeful 
must be made more than ordinarily strong ALL OVER: Until it 
is properly realised that we condition the legs merely to 
make them able to carry us along: that the strength deliver- 
ed to them comes from an organism strong - abnormally so - 
in all its departments, until this is realised the ability 
to run the fast miles of the future will remain limited. 
huitfield, twice Olympic 800 metres champion has shewn us 
the way. Authorities such as the highly, and rightly so, 
respected Arthur Newton do the record breakers of the future 
a disservice when they theorise upon things they have had no 
personal experience of which I refer particularly to two 
things: running fast miles and resistance training with 
weights. 

Just as the day is past when Nurmi's methods and 
technique produce anything better than Nurmi's times, all of 
which are slow by modern standards although considered phe- 
nominal in his day, so must the theories of men like Newton 
be taken with considerable caution. Even for marathon train 


EARLY AMERICAN MILESTONES

If you want an event that's loaded with "milestones," 
you need look no further than the broad jump, a very mile- 
stone-loaded event, indeed. 

You may begin anywhere you please to look for milestones 
in the BJ, but it has always pleased me to start with Faul 
Boren(Calif), the lst Facific Coast athlete to exceed that 
once magic 24 feet. But about the time you're convinced Boren 
was first, you're likely to run into some "old-timer" who 
will laugh and snort, "Son, ain't you never heard of Dan 
Kelly, the Oregon Comet?" 

You may recall that Kelly(Ore U, 1905-07) placed 2nd in 
the 1908 Olympics(23'3;"), and won the 1907 AAU at 23'11", 
establishing a record that was to stand for 13 years. Yrer- 
haps Kelly did get over 24' in some obscure dual meet at the 
U, of Oregon, but this mark, most likely burried in the scrap 
book of some long dead track fan, has yet to be discovered by 
the modern day cinder-addict. 

But back to Boren. He bettered 24' twice in 1924, first 
in the Illifiois dual(24'1 7/8") and again in the IC4A. This 
IC4A BJ of 1924 is glutted with milestones. It marked the 
first time in history that three men bettered 24' in the same 
meet. 

W.A.sComins(Yale) was the winner at 24'8",(This was the 
fifth best mark by an American,).A.E.Rose(Penn) was 2nd at 
24'3 11/16" and Boren jumped 24'1 5/8" for third. It should 
be remembered that prior to this meet not more than a dozen 
Americans(excluding this trio) had bettered 24 fect. Compare 
this event with the Paris Olympic Games BJ of the same year, 
where only the winner, Michigan's D.H.Hubbard, was over 24 ft. 

Let's skip three years to another IC4A meet, and we 
will find for the lst time in history, five men over 24' in 
one meet. Furthermore, these five famous place winners rep- 
resented only two teams. The first two jumpers were from 
Fenn State and Stanford became the first team in history to 
have three men exceed 24' in one meet, when Indian jumpers 
grabbed the next three places, Here's how they finished: 

1. (24'623")A.H.Bates, PS; 2. (24'5 3/4")T.A.Mathias, PS; 
3. (24'1 3/6")T.S.Meeks, S; 4, (24'1 1/8")F.Zombro, S; and, 
5. (24' 7/8")G.K.Dyer, S, 

The Amsterdam Olympics the following year found six men 
over 24', for the first time in history, two Germans, two 
Americans, a Dutchman and a Haitiian. 

Next let us recall the first time in history when a man 
did 24' and yet was unable to place. Strangely enough, this 
happened not to one man, but two, in the 1930 IC4A, In this 
fabulous meet seven men were over 24', and yet were separated 
iby little more than six inches, Here's how they finished: 

1. (24'7 3/8")A.J.West, Stan.; 2. (24'7")3.Furth, NYU; 
SB. (24'5 3/4")V.C.Dowell, Stan.; 4. (24'4 3/8")H.N.raul, USC;

ing, much less the mile, Newton's ideas will never produce, 
alone, men able to run the modern speeds of a Rieff, Zatopek 
and now a Landy. On our tracks and under our poor conditions 
in Australia, Landy has already run EQUIVALENT to the 4 
minute mile or better. Newton's method, as a means of con- 
ditioning, have much to commend them. To bring a man up to 
the 4 minute mile, or the 2h. 20m. marathon, I humbly submit 
they never will. 

Let us then realise that the secret of improved 
racing times lies firstly in a long period of conditioning 
wherein mileages of at least 200 per month are run, that 
extra exercise with VERY heavy weight is engaged in, and 
much of the running, carried out for at least an hour daily 
is FASTER than the speed that is to be raced at. Obviously 
the distance of this speed running must be considerably less 
than the distance to be raced, 

Not only must these principles be applied to the 
miler but they hold good, as principles, for every distance 
from the 440 yards to the marathon. What is best for 50 
milers and 100 milers I leave to my good friend Arthur Newton. 

Let it not be thought that merely to read these 
words of mine, or even to start in enthusiastically to train 
along the lines suggested, that EVERY miler will run a 4 
minute mile. Not at all. That feat will be done only by 
the FAITHFUL FEW. But let it be known that no man; no coach; 
can know positively who are these faithful few until long 
after they have started on the road to fame. Most of the 
great never showed outstanding greatness in their early 


years. Many who did and do never amount to much, Let all 
try, and assuredly ALL will improve beyond their fondest
